~ PRESIDENT TODAY 


| Seven Candidates to Con- 


tend for the Suffrage of 
More Than Thirty-five 
Million Voters. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, March 28.—Seven can- 


didates representing all classes in 
German post war politics, will con- 
tend for the suffrage of more than 
35,000,000 votes at tomorrow’s first 
popular election for a President to 
succeed the late President Ebert. 

If the returns approximate those 
of last December's election to the 
Reichstag, when there was a party 
lineup similiar to that at this first 
presidential election, the voting to- 
morrow will terminate in a dead 
heat. 

Dr. Jarres, the common standard 
bearer of the Nationalist and Con- 
servative bourgcois classes, and 


who is the hope of German die- 
hards, is conceded 11,000,000 votes 
in pre-election estimates, but this 
number will not ve sufficient to in- . 
sure his election. * 

The candidates of the three liber- 
al parties, Otto Baun, Socialist, ex- 
Cancellor Marx, Centrist, and Pro- 
fessor Hellpach, Democrat, will 
jointly poll about 15,000,000 votes, 
assuming that they are able to re- 
tain their combined vote of Decem- 
ber 7. At least 5,000,000 votes, it 
is believed, will be cast for the 
remaining candidates, Ernst Thal- 
mann, Communist, Premier Held of 
the Bavarian People’s Party, and 
Gen. Ludendorf, the Fascist cham- 
pion. 

Within 18 days after tomorrow's 
election nominations for the final 
balloting on April 26 must be filed 
with the Federal Commuiasioner of 
Fections. 

It is now viewed aa inevitable 
that a completely new lineup of 
candidates limited to two or three, 
will figure in the final balloting. 

The three liberal parties, So- 
clalist, Centrist and Democrats, will 
be forced in self-defense to pool 
their political fortunes by uniting 
cn a joint candidate itn order to 
‘present a solid front to the Na-.

It appears particularly appropriate, I be 
lieve, to speak of the progress of medicine in 
this hospital where for many years the clin- 
cal] divisions and the_ lavoratories have 
worked togetber for the greatest benefit of 
the patients and also for the 2edvapcenfent of 
medical knowledge, that is, tor the good of 
the future patients. We must always realize 
that the only purpose of medicine ie to de- 
crease humab suffering by preventing disease 
or curing it. But this end cannot be reached 
«xcept through a selentific understanding of 
the functions of the organism when they are. 
modified by pathogenie factors. 


Medicine Is Still a 
Science i in the Making 


-~-— te 


Today, medicine consists of an immense 
quantity of observations, partly empirical and 
partly classified according to scientific meth- 
od. It is a science in the making. While the 
treatment of certain Ciseases, for instance, 


the disturbances of the pancreas and the thy- + 


roid gland, is thoroughly scientific, the hea- 
dling of others, sueclh as menta! diseases, is 
still entirely empirical. It is obvious that the 
progress of medicine is bound to tle Gevelop- 
ment of the sciences: concerned with living 
matter and living organisms. These sciences, 
which deal with intricate physico-chemical] 
phenomena and meet with immense techni 
difficulties, have advanced much more & 
than those which ‘eoneern themselvés W 
non-living mattér and occupy a lower rank in 
the hierarchy of knowledge. 

hysiology, which was in its infancy when 
vhysics and chemistry were widely developed 
cannot as yet supply to medicine in ev 
part of its field the information necessary 
the seientifie study of its probléms. As 
physician must help his patients afflicted 
all kinds of disease, he cannot always r 
in the territory which has been scienti 
explored. Therefore, his task is very m 
more difficult tham that of the physiologist 
who can select his problem, reduce it to its 
simpler terms, and solve it by techniques ac- 
curately adapted to the subject of the experi- 
inents. On the contrary, the physician must 
wander through the entire field of medicine 
and often meet with diseases due to unknown 
causes and developing within an organism of 
unknown resistance. He is helped by hig 
scientific knowledge as far as it goes. But 
when he has reached its Umit, he has te 
guess. The great cliniclan must possess the 
intuitive power ot the man of genius.

The death 
rate of the population of civilized countries 
has been decreased by better hygiene and ef- 
ficient protection against cholera, plague, yel- 
low fever, and also typhoid, tuberculosis, etc.

death he discovered his name had 
been erased and that of William 
H. Corcoran, an attorney, substi- 
tuted. Watson and Corcoran for- 
merly were partners in a law-re- 
porting and process-serving busi- 
ness. It was shown that Mrs. 
Bradley had the will drawn in their 
office, she dictating to Corcoran 
what the will was to contain. 
Corcoran’s Testimony. 

Corcoran admitted in his testi- 
mony that at his (Corcoran’s) sug- 
gestion Watson's name was type- 
written in the draft of the will, 
which Mrs. Bradley took home to 
read. The next day she returned, 
he said, and had him remove Wat- 
son’s name before she signed the 
document. “She told me she had 
been advised by her husband, the 
late Richard Bradley, a court ste- 
nographer, to have me handle her 
affairs as executor,” sald Corcoran. 

Corcoran produced several wit- 
nesses who testified that on various 
occasions they heard Mrs. Bradley 
say he was to be in charge of her 
property after she was gone. One 
witness related that the woman 
made this statement while examin- 
ing her shroud, whicr. she kept tn 
her home ready for use in case of 
her death. 

It is Watson's contention that the 
change in executorship was made 
after the will was formally signed 
and such change was unauthorized 
by Mrs. Bradley. He introduced in 
evidence a copy of the same will 
with his name therein. Corcoran 
told the Court this copy had disap- 
peared from his filés. Watson, how- 
ever, retorted that his former part- 
ner had given the copy to him, re- 
marking as he did so: “Keep it in 
a safe place—we may need it some 
day.” 

Produces Another Will. 

The petitioner also. produced a 
copy of Corcoran’s own will. The 
latter admitted that he had given 
this to Watson several years ago. 

Corcoran testified that he had 
known Mrs. Bradley 30 years and 
handled many business matters for 
her. Two years ago he was ap- 
pointed her guardian. Judge Holt- 
‘camp announced he would decide 


tomorrow. 

Mrs. Bradley was known as the 
“landlady bountiful” because dur- 
ing the period she handled her 
property she did not increase rents 
on her tenants. She bequeathed 
her estate to relatives.

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O LONGER is beautiful Eads Bridge a trysting place for Death. 

Charon’s penny—the suicide’s 5-cent toll—once paid by those 
who chose that highway of stone and steel_as the road to Eternity 
is saved them now by the Municipal Free Bridge. 

Strange it is\that, determined to die, they should count the 
penny. Yet they do. For, though suicides by jumping from Eads 
Bridge averaged 10 annually before the Free Bridge was opened 
eight years ago, since that time guardians of the old structure cannot remember 
half that number altogether. 

Time was when St. Louis kept policemen constantly on watch to guard the 
lives of thosé who thus sought death. For years two patrolmen—watchful 
and trusted veterans—walked the bridge to save folk from themselves. They 
were Thomas Dowling and John Regan, kindly, gray-haired men, who by their 
work of rescue won for themselves the nickname of “the Good Gray Angels of 
EBads Bridze.”’ 

But that was long ago—almost 20 years. Today there is no need for such 
a watchfulness. Policemen on the bridge are none. But the ticket takers are 
empowered as special officers and as such may act with the law’s power if 


lives are to be saved. 


ROM the very first days of Capt. James Eads’ great conception of the bridge 

which was to bind the Eastern and Western United States and make the 
“Future Great City of the World’’—as St. Louls proudly called herself—-the 
eommercial capital of America, there was fear of the possibility of suicide by 
plunging from the center cpan of that triumphal structure into the waters of 
the Mississippi. 

For that reason, without doubt, during several years after the building of Eads 
Bridge the constructing company 
had a force of four or five 
guards constantly on watch. It 
was reported that the by-laws of 
the company had recommended 
urgently g#uch action, to guard 
against a wave of suicides. Later 
the practice was abandoned and 
only the city’s police detail re- 
mained. Subsequent to the open- 
ing of the Free Bridge the po- 
lice squads from both St. Louis 
and Kast St. Louis were moved 
to that newer structure and 
bridge tenders only were left on 
old Eads Bridge to safeguard the 
hopeless from themselves. 

How do the guards know when 
one ig in the way of seeking sur- 
cease from life’s sorrows by that 
perilous leap of 85 feet from the 
bridge’s center span to the rac- 
ing brown waters below? 
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To the bridge she comes’ 
From a black night. 
Adding little sums .,. 


‘< HERD’S a far-away look in 

their eyes,’’ says Moritz 
Steen, who has been on the 
bridge 12 years. “They seem to 
look past you and off to the 
river as you take their tickets. 
Then you notice them, lingering 
and watchful along the bridge 
rail, casting quick glances in 
your direction, and looking back 
and forth to see who may be fol- 
lowing.”’ aa 

Usually that is enough by way 
of warning. The bridge guard 
telephones the other tower—for 
wires connect them—and which- 
ever guard is the nearest sets out 
to interview and save the down- 
cast soul. 

“There aren't so many now,” 
John Ferber, guard at the 
bridge’s west end, observed. 
“Seems like we haven’t*had but 
two suicides here since the Free 
Bridge was opened. Still, -you 
have to keep a-watching. They 
do little things to betray them- 
selyes. A man who's going to 
commit a crime against himself 
is just like the one who wants to 
do an injury to another. He's 
sly about it.” 

Steen took up the story. ‘“‘Most 
of the suicides—I mean when 
they used to happen here—were 
in the summer time. They were 
mostly love-sick folks, I’d say, 
boys and girls who didn’t think 
they could live without each other. Qh, not all that kind. There were the 
foréigners, people homesick, and broke, I suppose, in a land that was strange 
to them. Then there were the down-and-outers, penniless ones, or those who 
thought they had done something apd just couldn't live for shame.” 

Each of the guards had said: “You better see George Wolf. You'll find him 
over in that east tower.” ; 

Wolf is a traffic officer for the East St, Louis & Suburban Railway. It’s his 
job to keep the cars moving on the bridge. Traffic was moving. And so, sit- 
ting in the tower with the windows on the east looking out over the tracks to 
the viaduct, and windows to the west giving a glimpse of almost the whole 
bridge, be talked.

MONG elephants of the present dar, ordinary 

heights at the shoulder are from eight to ten 
feet. The famous Jumbo of the Uondon Zoo, and 
later belonging to Barnum, was just 10 feet 9 
inches. In at least one case, in Ceylon, there was 
a modern elephant which measured 12 feet. The 
word *“‘mammoth” does not refer to bulk and it has 
an interesting history. The Tartars of Siberia found 
huge fossils in the ground, but could not understand 
how these animal relics got there. So ther built up 
a legend of a buge anima! which lived underground, 
and which they called “earth mouse.” The Tartar 
phrase for ‘“‘earth mouse’ has been Anglicized into 
our word, mammoth. The largest known specimens 
of American mammoths measured up to 14 feet at 
the shoulders. :, 

Bones of mammotilis are found not only in America 
but also in Europe and Siberia, whence by the land- 
bridge which once existed at Bering Strait they prob- 
al@y crossed into America. The northern mammoth 
was rather smaller than the present African ele- 
phant,’ with very long incurving tusks, 4a warm unh- 
dercoat of wool and an outer coating of long, shag- 
gy brown hair. The mammoths which lived farthe 
south were larger than their brethren in the north 
Tusks .-have been found which are 1° feet long, 
inches in diameter and whith weigh 240 p< 
each.

NOTHER of Inspector Travers’ cryptic cable- 
grams was received in London: 


“Edith Thompson involved with man named 
Frederick, who .s steamship officer, plying between 
London cad Hamburg. Perhaps he killed Thomp- 
son at her instigation. Crime probably plotted some 
time ago. Investigate poison was tried and failed.” 

Before further details of hie suspicions, and the 
love letter itself arrived in London from Bertin, an 
agent of Scotland Yard conferred with the aged 
parents of Floyd Percy Thompson and asked earn. 
estly for particulars as to his health during the 
months immediately previous to his death. It ap- 
peared to have been excellent. There were only two 
or three—possibly four—oceasions when he had 
complained as far back as could be remembered. He 
had drunk some tea one time that upset him. It 
had tasted bitter. He had changed his brand of 
tea. And at another time he had become very ill 
after eating heavily of porridge. This time he had 
been attended by a physician who thought some- 
thing foreign must have got into the porridge. After 
that Mrs. Thompson had been very careful of por- 
ridge. -And once he had suffered from vroilent pains 


where young Edith Thompson had sobbed through 
the first lonely hours of her widowhood. He told 
the chauffeur to wait for a signal. 

“There will be two of us going back,” he said. 
- Pretty Mrs. Thompson received her visitor patient- 
ly. Scotland Yard men came to her frequently to 
discuss new possiblé clews and always she helped 
them as much as she could. But this time her vis 
itor brought her news: news that brought the mark 
of her tecth against her lips, and fright into her 
eyes. 
“We have discovered the fdentity of the man to 
whom the knife belonged,’’ the visitor from the Yard 
said to her. 

When she had stilled the quivering of her lips, 
Edith breathed one word: “Who?” ~ 

“Pred. He has asked to talk with you and I 
am to take you to him. I am also to advise you 
that anrthing you may say to him, or to me, may be 
used against you!” 


EFORE they took her Into the fron-barred room, 

with its tron cazes from which prisoners may 
talk to visftors—or to other prisoners—they took 
her into the roof the Chief Inspector and permitted 
her to look at a love letter which lay on the table. 

And they called her attention, after warning her 
again that whaterer comment she might make would 
be used against her, to fts reference to the two 
novels in which an insidious poison was recommend. 
ed—and to her plaint that a more fortunate woman 
had lost four husbands while she couldn't lose one. 

And they showed her the poison paragraph cut 
from the book by Inspector Travers; treasured with 
the letter against the time some love-numbed Edith 
should bring tragedy to some betrayed husband. 
What she said, when she realized what had trapped 
her, was used against her at Old Bailey Court, as 
she had been warned. It was: “But I didn’t think 
he would have the courage to do it!”

nor even of their race, and to give up for that pur- 
pose $10,000. 

For the Government says “Arthur Frazier” is a 
Mexican and the nephew of a wealthy Texas 
rancher. 

But it hasn't yet told why a son of an alien race 
who-has rich relatives would abandon the claims 
of blood to join an Indian family and share a lonely 
four-room cabin where the family income is but 
$60 a month. 

Uncle Sam exhumed the body that was buried as 
Arthur Frazier at Niobrara. The Fraziers were 
present when the wooden »ox with its tin lining was 
opened and that which had been a man was uDb- 
wrapped from its covering of brown blanket. 

“That’s not Arthur,” they said. 

But the bone measurements and characteristic 
dental work accorded with the Washington records 
of Arthur Frazier. There were no fingerprints. 


HE Government asserted the living man was an 

imposter. It told Mrs. Frazier in no uncertain 
words her son was dead. But it stopped the insur- 
ance payments. 

A year ago the Veterans’ Bureau persuaded the 
sick man at Oacoma to go to a veterans’ hospital 
at Knoxville, Ia., for treatment. From there he was 
taken to Minneapolis this year. The mother, left at 
home, sighed, dry-eyed, for her heart was heavy. 
Her boy was gone. 


In the -hospitals memory returned to the Indian 
youth. He had been gassed and captured by the 
Germans, Arthur said. He had escaped ip a heavy 
bombardment. He then remembered being in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and later the meeting with the 
Rev. Mr. Frazier in Ponea City. Save for boyhood 
memories the rest—a blank. 

On the arm of the sick man were two scars— 
the initials “A. F.” Arthur <:.id he had cut them 
in his flesh with a knife when at the In@ian school 
at Flandreau, 8S. D. And when Elmer Le Compte, 
a classmate of Arthur Frazier’s, visited the sick 
man he recalled how the teacher, at the sight of 
blood, had knocked the penknife from the hand of 


the Indian boy. 


466% DON’T remember you,” said the sick man when 
I Ed Klingenschmidt, a member of Frazier’s com- 


pany, visited the hospital ward. ms 
“You don’t have to, Arthur, for I remember you, 


was the answer. 
There was a moment’s pause. Then the Indian 
flashed a query: “Do you remember Tony, the 
bulldeg, the mascot the Indian soldiers brought 
over from the Flandreau Cavalry?” as 
Klingenschmidt turned to the inspectors.

Arthur Frazier.’’ 

There was a visit, too, from Mrs. Edward Leonzal, 
a Chippewa, who had been at school with Arthur 
Frazier. The sick man talked of letters he had 
written from France to Arthur’s teacher at Flana- 
dreau. The Indian woman checked their substance 
accurately, for they had been read aloud to class 
mates. . 

“Did you know Susie Matoosin, who used to go 
with my brother Ben in school?” 

“Yes,”’ she answered him. “And do you remem- 
ber Joe McKenizer and Amelia Jones and” 

Reminiscence raced. 


HE boy was taken to Rochester, Minn., where 

25 buddies from Company D reside. Every one 
identified him as Arthur Frazier. So did Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Pau! Bliss, for whom the young Sioux 
was an orderly before he went to France. 

By this time the sick man correctly remembered 
from what places in France he had written letters 
to his family. 

But the Veterans’ Bureau had not been idle. It 
had scoured the Middle West to find out about the 
man it had declared an imposter. 

Mrs. Louis Roth of Seymour, Wis., to whom 
Arthur Frazier had been engaged when he went to 
War, came to see him. 

Before he was told who sbe was Frazier had 
cried, his face brightening: “Hello, Louise, I’ve 
been wondering why you never came to see me.” 

She turned to the investigator. “That's not 
Arthur Frazier. I know him too well.” 

She talked of a visit to a Catholic church, of 
skating and of dancing. The sick man could not re- 
call the incidents she named. 

“TI remember when you slapped my face for chew- 
ing snuff.” he said. “We had an awful fight.” 

“Arthur Frazier never chewed snuff and I never 
laid a hand on him in all my life,”’ she answered. 

“It isn’t Arthur,” was her verdict. 


AN GOODMAN, Drill Sergeant at Camp Cody, 
visited the hospital. The sick man twice had 
failed to pick him out. 

Then the Government played its trump card, in 
February this year. 

Investigators showed the sick man q. letter writ- 
ten from Ponca City, to Steve Acosta, a rich Mexican 
rancher at Buda, Tex. 

“You wrote that letter,” they said. “Steve 
Acosta is your uncle. You are Arthur Lopez, who 
lived with Steve Acosta after your parents died 
when you were 12.’’ 

The sick man wrung his hands. Pacing the floor 
he summoned Michael Johannes, agent of the De- 
partment of Justice, and Dr. H. A. Burns of the 
Veterans’ Bureau. 

“Boss,” he cried, “tell me: how did I get into this 
mess?” 


—— blame me,” he added. “I meant no 
wrong. Blame those who identified me as 
Arthur Frazier. I am Arthur Lopez. I recognized 
most of the family from the pictures the Rev. Mr. 
Frazier brought to Ponca City. I just thought it 
was an adventure. I found what I had never had, 
a happy home. The Fraziers were so kind I de- 
eided to live with them. That was all.” 

Newspapers carried the story next day. The so- 
called Frazier went on to explain that he knew the 
Mexican language and that had helped him learn an 
Indian tongue while working with Indians in Okla- 
homa. He knew the sign language of the Indians, 
too, he said. “So when the Fraziers talked in the 
Sioux tongue I could understand enough to convince 
them I was a real Indian,” he added. 

He had signed three letters of confession, it was 
announced, pleading for forgiveness and love and 
asking that he be-allowed to make his home with 
those he had—according to confession—-so cruelly 
wronged. They were to the Rev. and Mrs. Frazier 
and the grandfather, George Howe. Each letter 
began ip terms of endearment. '

WASHINGTON. 


How the Government Printing Office 
turned detective and materially assist- 
ed in the conviction of seven men who 
participated in ome of the biggest 
whisky frauds ever prosecuted under 
the prohibition law has been disclosed 
in the annua! report of George H. Car- 
ter, the Public Printer. 

The hundred suspected permits for 
the withdrawal of whisky from bonded 
warehouses had been seized by the De- 
partment of Justice and the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue and constituted the 
only gnaterial evidence against the dis 
tillery of A. Guckenheimer Bros. Co. 
and 13 individual defendants, charged 
with the illegal withdrawal of large 
quantities of bonded whisky from Pitts. 
burc warehouses. 

A number of these permits, however, 
had been so cleverly imitated by the 
photo-engraving process that they com- 
pletely defied all attempts at detection 
by experts, and the defendant's conten- 
tion that they were legal permits issued 
by Government officials seemed for a 
time to be irrefutable. 

The public printer finally suggested 
that & test be made of the paper used 
in both the genuine and the false per- 
Mits. It was learned that the true_per- 
mits were on a 30 per cent raz paper, 
with the Government's watermark run- 
ping lengthwise onthe #heet. 

The suspected permits, on the other 
hand, were printed on paper on which 
the watermark. although correctly read- 
ing “Internal Revenue Prohibition,” 
fan across instead of lengthwise of the 
sheet. Furthermore, the paper varied 
in composition from all wood pulp to 
$5 per cent rag content.

A well-known American 
firm, with offices in Paris. recently sent 
a draft on a Paris bank to pay its in- 
come tax, and the check was returned 
with.a note: “Please send an emplore 
with cash, or send postal order.”
